Automobile sales taxes levied against 
cars. sold in California after May 28th 
will be returned, the collector of in- 
ternal revenue, J. P. McLaughlin, an- 
nounced recently.

The conference was principally 
concerning methods of acquiring right 
of way titles through State and gov- 
ernment action. Right of way for the 
channel, which would be thirty miles 
long, fourteen miles of which would 
have to be dredged, is progressing rap- 
idly, Johnson said. Stockton in 1926 
voted a $3,000,000 bond issue. Govern- 
ment appropriations have reached $1,- 
600,000 and $419,000 is asked of the 
State. 

State Controller Ray L. Riley’s drive 
to compel payment of taxes owed the 
State by motor transportation com. 
panies has been practically 100 per 
cent successful, he announced a few 
days ago. Threatened with State seiz- 
ure of their cars, companies owning 
approximately 1,000 motor vehicles 
have nearly all taken steps to pay 
their taxes, Riley said. Estimating 
that not more than fifty machines will 
have to be sold for taxes, the Con- 
troller said that by August 13 his de 
partment will have collected $750,000, 
representing the first installment of 
a $1,000,000 tax levy and including all 
unsecured taxes. 

California’s State motor vehicle act, 
which long has been a mode! for the 
nation, is to be overhauled. Remodel- 
ing of California’s code to cope with 
changing conditions will get under 
way at a meeting of the Motor Vehicle 
Conference, made up of State-wide or- 
ganizations and State officials .oon- 
cerned with traffic and safety condi- 
tions, to be held in San Francisco, 
August 24. The call for the Confer 
ence meeting was issued by Peroy.£. 
Towne, tts chairman and a director of 
the California State Automobile Asso- 
ciation, in conformity with thé express.

| PLAN RADIO BEACONS 
FOR 5 ARMY FIELDS 


Aerial Guides Lessen Bad 
Weather Dangers. 


Washington.—The Army Air Corp3 
within the next.few months is to in- 
stall radio-beacon stations at Mitchell 
Field, L. L, and at its fields in San 
Francisco, San Antonio, Uniontown, 
Pa., Dayton, Ohio, and here. At pres- 
ent it has beacons only at Panama 
and Hawaii. 

This was announced by F. Trubee 
Davison, assistant secretary of war 
for air, following his return from an 
inspection trip of Army Air Corps 
activities at Dayton and other points 
in the West. He also told of prog- 
wess being made with other devices 
for the safety of flying. 

“The six beacons,” he said, “will 
provide several combinations of air- 


ways that will be undisturbed by 
clouds and proof against fog. The 
beam of the radio beacon can, like a 


searchlight, be thrown in any direc 
tion and can be made in lengths that 
vary from less than 100 to nearly 
2,000 miles. 

Flier Is Guided by Letters. 

“The radio beacon sends three sig- 
nals which run parallel to each other, 
like fingers extended from a_ hand. 
When the pilot is on his exact course 
he hears the letter ‘T. If he swings 
to the right or left 1t changes to ‘N’ 
or ‘A.’ In other words, if the weath- 
er is such that he cannot see, the 
pilot flies by ear. 

“Any plane equipped with a radio 
set can hear the signals. 
need not even be an expert, because 
the code, once heard, is easily re- 
imembered. On my visit to Dayton, 
I flew on the radio beuacun and the 
steady ‘T’ buzz-z-z was easily rec- 
ognized from the other signals. 

“Army Air Corps engineers are do- 
ing all they can to lessen the handi- 
cups of pilots who fly in bad weather. 
Two important experiments in that 
connection are the new landing al- 
timeter and a system of leader cables. 
The new altimeter differs froin the 
old-time instrument in that it gives 
the exact distance between a plane 
and ground objects. 

“The value of this new height re- 
cording device becomes apparent 
when one considers the fix in which 
pilots have found themselves when 
flying, or in trying to land in fog 
or at night. It must be remembered 
that the old-time altimeter works by 
atmospheric pressure. Its zero is at 
sea-level, but a pilot who flies 1,000 
feet above that level actually may 
have only ‘ifty-foot clearance be- 
tween himself and tree tops in high 
and rolling country. 

“The value of the capacity alti- 
meter is that ‘t tells the pilot ex- 
actly how far he is above greund ob- 
jects. Lift one of these new instru- 
ments above a desk and it records 
exactly the height at which it Is held 
suspended. This instrument fs still 
highly experimental, but I believe 
that it points in the right direction 
toward defeating fog—the arch enemy 
of aviation. 

Reduce Landing Perils. 


“Experiments also are being con- 
ducted with the ‘leader’ cable, a de- 
vice designed to reduce dangers in 
bad weather landings. It has been 
used in Europe and it fis now being 
tested by Army Air Corps engineers, 
The leader cable is a series of wires 
that radiate from the center of the 
airport like spokes from a_ wheel 
Each cable or spoke sends, at various 
intervals, signals informing the pilot 
who fs about to make a landing how 
to govern his descent and even tells 
him when to put his wheels on the 
ground.” 

Mr, Davison expressed satisfaction 
with the results of his inspection 
trip, which covered several middle 
and northwestern states, and in- 
cfuded visits: to @ number: of regular. 
Army Air Corps stations, as well as” 
fields used by National Guard and 
Army Air Corps reserve aviators. 

“Another feature that impressed 
me deeply is the progress made to- 
ward improving housing conditions 
for Army Air Corps pilots and en- 
listed personnel. Old quarters that 
were hardly fit to be occupied by 
human beings are giving way to mod- 
ern and comfortable builidings, al- 
though there is. still a long way to 
go.” 

As a- result of his trip, which was 
made by air and which covered more 
than. 4,000 miles, Mr. Davison: plans 
to have all armg- pilots participate in 
a nation-wide drive to urge localities 
to -mark “the roofs of buildings sa 
that they’ may be sores from the 
air. ..-

Paris Subway Patrons 

Paris—Paris subway patrons can 
now enjoy movies as they ride. 

One subway company is installing 
magic lanterns on all its cars to pre- 
ject little news and fashion features 
and advertising on the whitewashed 
walls of its tunnels, “ 

One train is already equipped with 
the new “movie” apparatus. Four 
lanterns, two on each side, attached 
to the ceiling and hidden by maps of 
the city underground lines, are used 
in each car, After each station, as 
soon as the train has attained a cer- 
tain speed, the lanterns function auto- 
matically, projecting the pictures on a 
surface about six feet. square. 

The entire program is given be- 
tween four and five stations. From 
time to time is flashed the warning: 
“Watch your eae miss your 
station.”

FOR BIG AIR MEET 


Largest Amount Ever Posted 
for Similar Affair. 


Los Angeles.—More than $125,000 In 
prizes, said to be the largest amount 
ever posted for a similar affair, will 
whet competition in the 1928 national 
air races and aeronautical exposition 
to be staged in Los Angeles September 
8 to 16. 

A sextet of transcontinental air der- 
bies will feature the meet, 

Heading the group is the New York 
to Los Angeles free-for-all nonstop 
race. Total prizes for this event will 
be $22,500. 

A second New York to Los Angeles 
flight will be open only to civilians. 
The result will be determined by 
elapsed time and the race will be con- 
ducted through controls. The purse 
will aggregate $40,000. 

Ten thousand dollars will be paid 
to the winner of the Derby from Wind- 
sor, Canada, to Los Angeles, open to 
Canadians only. 

A similar sum will go to the plane 
which finishes first in the Pan-Ameri- 
can race, fram Mexico City 

Other events include two California 
air races from the San Francisco bay 
region to Los Angeles, airline distance 
contests, endurance record flights, all 
types of speed races around pylons, 
parachute jumping, pursuit races, and 
a number of special events for army, 
navy, and National Guard flyers. 

On the date of the finish of the 
New - York - to - Los Angeles nonstop 
flight, “Famous Flyers’ day” will be 
observed. It is expected that Orville 
Wright and most of the transoceanic, 
round-the-world and army and navy 
fiyers will be present. 

A score of conventions will be held 
during the meet. These include the 
National Aeronautical association, the 
National Association of Air Mail Pi- 
lots, the Professional Pilots’ associa- 
tion, and the Society of Automotive 
Engineers’ meetings. 

Some 1,500 planes, attended by 5,000 
pilotS8 and technieal experts,’ will be 
attracted by the races, It is believed. 


Filipinos Pay Fee on 
Ship to Be Kept Well 

Manila, P. 1L—Like fhe Chinese of 
yore, young Filipino s#gar ptantation 
workers returning from Hawaii pay the 
ships’ doctors to keep them well. The 
price is a dollar a head, but preven- 
tion against seasickness is not guar- 
anteed. 

Filipinos go to the Hawaiian islands 
in great numbers. Io get their steam- 
ship passage paid both ways - they 
must remain three years. While they 
are working on the plantations they 
are allowed but half their pay until 
the time limit is up. Then they are 
given a ticket back to Manila, or its 
equivalent in cash. 

It has been estimated that of those 
who go to Hawaii only about a third 
return. The others drift to the Pacific 
coast, Filipino “boys” being in great 
demand in Seattle, Tacoma, Portland, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, Chi- 
eago and New York, too, have “settle 
ments” of men from the Philippine 
islands, and thousands of them are 
employed as cabin and dining room 
stewards on United States warships 
and passenger liners. 


Study “Golden Brown” 
of Cookie Recipes 

St. Paul, Minn.—Just how brown is 
the “golden brown” cookie of the reci- 
pe books and how does it get that 
way? Three scientists, Prof. C. H. 
Bailey, Eva L, Stephens and Alice M. 
Child of the Minnesota experiment 
station here, have found a way to tell 
and have reported it to the American 
Association of Cereal Chemists, 

An instrument called a spectropho- 
tometer is used to measure the color 
quantitatively. The reflection of light 
from the cookies is compared with that 
from a standard of a certain degree 
of browness, and the ‘color of the 
cookies is determined by mathematies. 

The color of the cookies depends 
somewhat on the colorof thé molasses, . 
as every cook knows. Also, increas- 
ing the amount of the’ baking soda 
makes the cookles darker, as does In- 
creased temperature of baking. 

By the use of this instrument ft fs 
possible to determine the difference 
in color of bsked products which re- 
sults from chunging the recipe or the 
time or temperature of baking.

BARBER WISHES TO 


PRAY FOR SENATORS) 


Negro to Get Chance After 
Forty Years. 


Washington.—John Sims, a gray 
haired negro, for forty years the fa- 
vorite barber of the United States 
senute, preaches at 
church us a side line, For a long 
time he has wanted to tead the sena- 
tors in prayer, and when the upper 
house reconvenes tn December he will 
get his heart’s desire, 

John—they call him Bishop on Cap- 
itol hill—is pastor emeritus of the 
Holiness church, and senators are oc- 
casionally members of his congrega- 
tion. Among them was President 
Harding. Nearly all have heard his 
sermons in_a pew at his chureh or 
in his barber chair. 

Thankful for His Chance, 

A senator from a western state 
promised him the other day he would 
have the senate invite him to lead in 
prayer. John is thankful for this, he 
says, and tells how he missed the only 
other chance he ever had to pray in 
the senate. It was a year or twa ago 
when the regular chaplain was ab- 
sent. The bishop was called. but had 
left his barber shop a few moments 
before, 

“I'll never forget that,” John sald. 
“It was the worst piece of luck I’ve 
had, but I knew another chance 
would come to me some day. I’ve 
been waiting forty years for it, you 
know.” 

John .Sims presides over his tiny 
and exclusive barber shop under the 
dome of the capitol with a dignity 
unchallenged by any of his patrons. 
Only members of the senate have the 
privilege of John’s shop, and he in- 
sists on decorum. 

“I’m 85 years old now and haven't 
time for any of your foolishness,” 
he says to senators who tell him 
Jokes. 

Join Sims won't desert the sen- 
ate. He has had so many. opportuni- 
ties to leave that he can hardly re 
member all, When President Coolidge 
went to live in the White House’ he 
wanted the “Bishop” for his barber, 
the story goes, but Sims could not 
leave his senate shop. 

Another time Senator King of Utah 
was asked by natives of Haiti to ob- 
tain a pastor for them. The white 
man who had been preaching to them 
was thrown into jail. The senator 
sought out the bishop, but he de- 
clined to leave his senators. He will 
never leave them, he says. 

Neither money nor fame can lure 
him away. He says he is too old to 
do more than the best he can toward 
“saving the senators,” “Why,” he 
was asked, “do you insist on saying 
ninety-six senators when, in Hait!; for 
example, you can preach to 2,000,000 
ignorant natives?” He answers al- 
ways: “Well, I was put Bers and 
here Fm going to stay.” 

Senators “Only Human.” 

The bishop isn’t awed by the pres- 
ence of the senators who come inte 
his shop. “We're just -humans,” he 
says, “and we all look to the same 
holy book, and we all want to go to 
the same heaven and stay away from 
the same hell.” 

Neither does he go in for publicity. 
He is probably the least known among 
scores of senate attaches, but this is 
attributed mainly to the strict privacy 
in his barber shop. 
Searcely ever does a person go there 
unless he is with a senator. Intruders 
are told “the shop is for sevators 
only.” ; 

The bishop has seen the senate 
change from  ninety-six men who 
needed only their beards trimmed to 
that of a clean-shaven group. “The 


‘razors have to be much sharper now 
-than fp the old days,” he says. “Back 


there we had to give more time to 
keeping the shears in shape. No- 
body, not even a senator, jokes about 
having his beard pulled.” 

Keeping the senators’ hair on their 
heads is the most difficult thing John 
fs called on to perform. He has nearly 
every brand of hair tonic on the mar- 
ket, but sonie of them are useless. 

“It just can’t be.done, and a sena- 
tor worried about bis hair is a senu- 
tor to be dealt with gently, but firm.

CULINARY. KINKS 

A delightful dish for tuncheon or 
Supper is prepared as follows: 

Stuffed Toma- 
tees —_Remove 
the stem end 
from six medium- 
sized tomatpes. 
Take out the cen- 
ters and most of 
the pulp and in- 
vert, let stand 
twenty minutes. Cook three table- 
spoonfuls of butter with six table- 
Spoonfuls of chopped green pepper 
five minutes. Add three-fourths of a 
cupful ‘of seft bread crumbs, one-half 
cupful of the removed pulp, one- 
fourth teaspoonful of salt, pepper to 
taste and a little onion juice. Fill 
the tomatoes with the mixture and 
bake fifteen minutes, 

Baked Larded Liver.—Skewer, tie 
and lard the upper surface of a calf’s 
liver. Place in a baking pan and 
spread with the folloiwng: Cream, 
three tablespoonfuls of butter and add 
one and one-fourth’ teaspoonfuls of 
salt, one-half teaspoonful each of 
cloves and pepper. -Pour around one- 
half cupful of boiling, water and eook 
in a moderate oven one hour, basting 
every ten minutes. Remove to a serv- 
ing dish, skim off the fat from the 
pan and add one cupful of orange 
juice and strain the ,S8auce over _the 
liver. 

Scalloped Potatoes: With Hama= 
With a very small-.amount of cold 
cooked ham, sliced thin or put through 
the meat grinder, arrange a layer of 
thinly sliced potatoes, then a: sprink- 
ling of shredded onion and a layer of 
ham; repeat until ali.is used. Cover 
with sweet milk and put covered into 
a moderaie oven. Bake uniii the po- 
tatoes are tender. Serve from the 
dish. < 

Fruit Jelly—Soak two tablespoon- 
fuls of granulated gelatin in one-half 
cupful of coid water, dissolve in one 
and two-thirds cupfols of boiling wa- 
ter; add one cupful ef sugar, one cup- 
ful of grapejuice, one-third of a cup- 
ful of orange juice, three tablespoon- 
fuls of lemon juice, strain and mold. 
Chill and cut in cubis to serve as 
garnish. 

Have a Hot Biscuit. . 

In- summer-er winter there are few 
things more tempting than dainty lit- 
tle hot biscuits. For- 
merly they were served 
only at. such informal 
meals as luncheon. break- 
fast or tea, but now they 
have edged into even 
wider popularity and are 
‘frequently served at din- 
ner, both at hotels and 
in private homes. 

Not every cook knows that biscuits 
can be made, cut and placed in the 
tins ready for baking, and then into 
the fce box to wait geveral hours or 
all night, before baking. This ts an 
especial boon for a night supper or 
where one has no maid and the hos- 
tess wishes to have everything ready 
in the morning. 

Buttering the biscuits before bak- 
ing is liked by many. Roll the dough 
rather thin, cut as usval; put a bit 
of butter on each and top with an- 
other biscuit. In cooking the butter 
melts, makes a delicious flavor and 
the parts separate easily. 

Orange Biscuits—When serving a 
fruit salad these sweet biscuits will 
be espeeially appropriate. Sift two 
cupfuls- of flour with four teaspoon- 
-fuls of sugar, four tablespoonfuls of 
shortening, one tablespoonful of grat- 
ed orange peel and three-fourths of a 
cupful of milk. Roll the biscuits and 
cut as usual. On top-of each place a 
half-sized lump of domino sugar 
dipped in orange Juice. - Bake in a bot 
oven, 

Cheese Biscuits.—Sitt two cupfuls 
of flour with four teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder and .one. teaspoonful -of 
salt, add two tablespoonfuls of short- 
ening, and when well blended add 
three-fourths of a cupful of milk and 
mix to a soft dough, adding one cup- 
ful of grated cheese. Roll out one- 
third of an ineh thick and cut with 
one and one-half-inch cutter. This 
makes two dozen small biscuits. Bake 
in a hot oven. When you wish extra 
fine biscuits use the pastry fleur, it 
is not as economica] but makes a 
v.hiter, fluffier biscuif, . 

Browned’ Cheese Crackers. — Split 
common crackers, spread with butter 
sparingly, then with grated cheese and 
salt with a dash of ¢dyenne. Put in 
dripping nan,and bake until brown. 

Scotch: Scones.—Take two cupfuls 
of flour, four teaspoonfuls of» baking 
powder, two teaspoonfals of sugar, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, two eggs 
and one-half cupful of. cream. Mix 
the dry ingredients and add four 
tablespoonfuls of butter; when well 
blended add the eggs and cream. Toss 
on a floured beard and cut in dia- 
monds or squares. Brush with “egg, 
sprinkle with sugar and bake in a 
hot oven fifteen minutes. 

Cheese Omelet.—Beat two eggs 
slightly, add one-half teaspoonful of 
melted butter, salt, cayenne to taste 
and one tablespoonful of grated 
eheese. Melt one-half tablespoonful 
of butter in a hat omelet pan and pour 
fn the ‘omelet mixture. Roll: and 
sprinkle a Maing cheese when 
done.

eareel Gompers’ First Labor Day Editorial 


-an Inspiring Document 


{These are extracts from the first editorial on Labor day writ- 
ten by Samuel Gompers after congress made the day a legal holiday, 
on June 28, 1894. The editorial appeared in the American Federation- 
ist of September, 1894.] 


In the cycle of time we are again on the dawn of our most important 


national holiday—Laber day. Most important, since it for the first time in 
the history of the world devotes a day te the recognition of the fact that 


speeches or pamphlets. 


the wage earners must hereafter be regarded 
as the important factor in the economy of life. 
In this day, when so many look upon the dark 
side of the progress of the labor movement 
and predict worse things in store for the 
laborer, it is not amiss to direct attention to 
the fact that the life of the human family is 
one vast struggle, and that though the progress 
is not as swift as we, as well as our impatient 
brothers and sisters of labor, would like it to 
be, yet the fact that in our decade we can see 
the rights of labor more clearly defined, the 
-vantage ground obtained, and obtaining a 
clearer insight into existing wrongs, the more 
intelligent perception and determination to 
achieve labor’s rights. | 

The past year has witnessed several con- 
tests, some of them defeats, but though 
defeated in the immediate object sought, they 
have awakened a new conscience in the Amer- 
ican people, and will contribute more to the 
, : thorough organization of the wage workers 
peed: Sonpers: of our country than hundreds of meetings, 


The greatest conquering armies in the history of the world have had 


thelr reverses, and the labor movement cannot expect to be an exception to 
that rule. Each defeat acts as a trenchant warning te the toilers of America 
that error must be avoided, that intelligence must prevail, and that no 
success can come to them unless it is through their own efforts and their 
own organization, and by their persistency manifested. 


Pessimism results in indifference, lethargy and impotency, and this In 


turn simply permits the. corporations and trusts and the entire capitalist 
class to filch from the toiler rights which have been dearly bought, 


The organizations of labor must be thorough and complete, and above 


all must be permanent. Those organizations which arise like a flash In the 
pan only go to show how arduous ts the struggle before the toiler, in order 
to overcome the antagonism of the wealth-producing classes of our country. 


Today more than ever the toilers recognize how essentially they are 


thrown upon their own resources; that they have few ff any outside their 
own ranks who sympathize with them in their effort for the emancipation of 
mankind. 


Toilers, organize. Let us carry on the good work and in a few more 
Fevolutions of the earth upon its axis we shall have a better world—a better 
mankind. Waiting will net accomplish it; deferring till another.time will 
net secure it. Now is the time for the workers of America to come toe the 


standard of thelr unlons and to organize as thoroughly, completely and com- 


pactly as Is possible. 


Character, Laws and Aims of the American 
Federation of Labor 


By MATHEW WOLL, Vice President A. F. of L. 


The American Federation of Labor was organized in Pittsburgh in 1881. 
Since its reorganization in 1886 it has been fundamentally and principally, 
though not exclusively, a federation of autonomous trade organizations. 
There are embraced in this Federation of Labor 
16 international trade unions. These interna- 
tional trade unions number more than 3,000,- 
000 organized wage workers. 

The majority of federated trade unions 
are designated “international” organizations 
because they include in membership wage 
earners of the United. States, Canada and 
Mexico. In so far as economic asd tndustrial 
activities are concerned they are not influenced 
by national considerations, Neither are they 
influenced by racial or religious consideratiuns. 
There are other groups of workers, such as 
the federa] employees, whose fields are clearly 
national. These international and national 
trade unions are in themselves complete or- 
ganizations and autonomous in their specific 
fields. There is vested In the American Fed- 
eration of Labor only such power and authority 
as these federated international unions have 
delegated or may delegate to the American 
Federation of Labor 

masini War The principal requirement, contained in 
the articles of federation, the constitution of the American Federation of 
Labor, is that no international union shall interfere with, transgress upon 
or overlap the recognized trade or calling of another international union. No 
two international trade unions are permitted to embrace in their membership 
workers engaged in the same character of work or calling. 

Nonaffiliation with the American Federation of Labor does not involve 
the enforcement of any penalty or measure of discipline other than the 
consequences of isojJation or outiawry. International unions may associate 
or disassociate from:the American Federation of Labor at will. The American 
Federation of Labor, is purely a voluntary federation. Its great strength Is 
dependent entirely upon its fair and just dealing with all federated unions. 

While it is said that the American Federation of Labor largely resembles 
the United States government in its form and principle of organization, its 
distinguishing difference lies in the fact that the American Federation of 
Labor has no police power to enforce its decisions or to retain the membership 
of federated unions ‘by other tlvan moral influence. Its sole power and infiu- 
ence rest upon the recognition and response to the maxim, “United we 
siand; divided we fall.”
